Those five groups provide that "general background" 
in which MansfieU is 80 interested. General require- 
ments demand four ^courses or twelve hours in each of 
three different groups and two courses in a fourth group,

able. But ilie practice is not. Some students want and 
enjoy a general background, but others do not want it 
and do not enjoy it. To them, a general background 
means nothing but boredom. The requirements supposedly 
provide an option, but when one department requires 
three courses, and those three couises complete one 
group, the' option disappears. 

When a student despises two of the required groups, 
yet thrives on the other three, he has a choice between 
horrible and terrible. Yet one of those groupi^ must be 
filled, so he could be forced into taking two or three 
courses li&ikbaolutely hates« It is like |;LVin g app le s to 
a peiiN9D iAiO fwefeiB oaady, and l&ib iofiBrii^l^^^^l^ 
ten apple, a w'^timy one, or a green one.

Specific interests,^ if not covered by a minor cohoen- 
tration area, are left to the eiectlves.

Found In Glacier 



Devastating fluoride emis- 
sions from the Anaconda 
Aluminum Company in Columbia 
Falls, Mont.t have been found 
.on over 69,000 acre9 in the 
Glacier National Pa^ wea. 

This startling fact 48^ 
tained in a recently>rel«ased 
U.S. Forest Service report, 
"Environmental'' ' Pollution 
by Fluorides in Flathead Na- 
tional Forest and Qlactfrr Na- 
tibnal Park." 

The two-year study was 
proinpted by the increasingly- 
vii^ble evidence of damage to 
' '^tnies». shrubs,' and ottter v©g- 
etatl<m in the Ana(M>Q$aAlQmln* 
um plant area.

Of the 'thirty-six 
suggestions put forward by 
over 600 youth advisors, 
eighteen have been imple- 
mented by law or regulation. 

Sis a re being s tu died farther 
for passiUe fhtnre implementa- 
tion. Ten were beyond the. 
jurisdictional oentrol of the 
Selective Service System and 
were referred to the Executive 
Branch or Congress for con- 
sideration. Only two were 
disapproved.

The youth ooounittees sug- 
gested loweir aires and m cur- 
tailment of ^ the length of 
service on local boards. 

Regulations previously 
stated that citizens could joot 
be appointed to local boards 
unless they were at least 30 
years old. They could not 
serve beyond their 75di hirtti- 
day or for more dian 25 years.

rollments to 5.800 Students by 
1976-77 are now considered 
"excessive and unrealistic" ,

In December, 1963j^_that 
Miss luiberts was firSt jna^e. 
aware o(; her pqrehio abilities. 
A peraonf^ty calling himself 
*'Seth*' began forming messages 
as Miss Roberts and her hus- 
band were experimenting with 
a Quija board. 

Soon Miss Roberts was 
hearing a voice in her mind 
and then passing into a tnnoe 
as Seth*' '^borrowed** or altered 
the medium's gestures, eyes 
and voice to express himself. 

Since Miss Roberts was not 
previously "psychic" and was 
not traditionally religious, 
^e found it difficult to be- 
lieve ttiat Seth was a spirit or 
an entity who had been rein- 
carnated, survived death and 
even more, was able to com- 
municate from another level 
of reality (as he claimed). 

She thought Seth was a 
"secondary" personality, a 
CKtation of her subconscious 
or^iHionment, and so k^t a 
full text of their sessions lor 
obj4Bctive study. But often 
Seth's knowledge and power 
far exceeded explanation in

Despite Miss Roberts' own 
skepticism and earnest efforts 
at objectivity, Seth continued 
to develop as anJodividuai and 
a highly-trained intdlect; in 
regular we^y sessions, he 
continued to speak" through 
her about the hatiiKs of the 
Whole Self 'beyond death* and 
the reality of the spirit world. 

Seth offered philosophic dis- 
cussions of God and reincarna- 
tion, sympathetic suggestions 
about h9alth» pnM^logi cal 
explanations tot ttMUins and 
insoQotioBa on how to develop 
the resofrOM of man*! sttb- 
eonseiotis* 

Q ytt ^the past eight years he 
has oorreetly diagnosed illness- 
es, described the contents of 
sealed envelopes and Iniildings 
thousands of miles away. 

More spectaoularly, he has 
mi^terialized as an apparition 
in a well -li;^ ted TOQp and 
caused Miss ' Rotosra^ to ex- 
perience astral projection. All 
of this has been documented. 

In Miss Roberts' words, 
"Someone has produced over 
fif^ notebooks of fascinating 
material, and even at my most 
skeptical moments • I ^ave to 
aeettt the .f«m^ of ^e 
sesaions and t|ie materii^.^* 
' In the words of Raymond Vt^ 
Over, a teacher of pari4)8y- 
chology at Hofstra University 
and at ,New York University: 
"Great ihediums ate as rare as 
'icreai mttali^tts or .reat 
artists. 

"Their characteristics in- 
clude a peculiar mixture ot^sus- 



ceptibtlity to trance states and 
a strong personality that is at 
once curious, objecitve and hon- 
estly self-critical ... it seems 
clear to me that Jane Roberts 
is aa exceptional medium,"

Ironic, isn't it, that there is no signal indicating an 
Instructor's success in the laming process? Tliere is 
no standard technique a student can use as a reward or 
punishment. The student is not required to evaluate an 
instr»etbr,-afiilisl%eftr he is not even requested to, do so* 

Without a standard evaluative technique, a professor 
can not earn a. reward or punishment. He can not earn 
'the grade.' He is not tol9 whether his lessons areef- 
fective, his expression clear, concise, meaningful. 
He is not told whether his students consider him fair 
in gading or helpful, w ith problems. He is not told 
whetter lli# tests aid or bhider Itea^iaik 

Ironic, isn't it, that those people, who consider them- 
selves capable of evaluating others, have not establish- 
ed a methocl of evaltuiting themselves?

20 in Memorial Hall. Roy is 
a commander of Black pan- 
tiiers in Han^sburgc Pa. 

In 1966 in OaKiaod, Cali-' 
fomia. Huey Newton and 
Bobby Seale, aimed with only 
a rine and a law book, b^an 
the Black Panther movement 
in the Unitea States, accord- 
ing lo Roy. 

Their first program was & 
comnmnity patrol of (^tklsiid 
policemen in an effort to 
stop the ase of brutal tactics 
against citizens, and to in- 
)»ir» ti^at all were advised of 
Uieir qc^nitllii^Qnfl tU^M: 

Roy said this resulted in 
a decrease of brutalities a- 
gainst the! black citizens in 
the community, "but tliere was 
also an increase in the kill- 
ings of Black Panthers by 
policemen. According to Roy, 
the "escalated oppression ' 
was started and directed by 
J. E^ar Hoovw fbectuse he 
considered the movement to 
be an "internal tbfeat to Am' 
erioan seeuriiir.**

fire on Monday. He surmised 
that the fire most likel^sUffted

from a florescent light in the 
ceiling of the reading room; a 
room containing books and 
magazines located on the back 
sidie of the building.

— divided by the net annual 
benefit indicated that in slight^'

. economic benefit of the reser- 
voirs will helanoa the cost. 
This calculation does not take 
into account the progressive 
loss of reservoir c^Mt city^^dtte ' 
to sedimentation.*' 

This sedimentation could 
possible cause the dam to move 
in the direction of Tioga 
Borough, thus- endangering the 
Borough. 

Then, there is the question 
of mine-acid pollution which 
will ruin the Tioga Dam for 
recreation.

- (I.P.)- 
Students at the University of 
Iowa say they take courses on 
a Pass-Fail (P-F) basis to ease 
their anxiety about grade or 
course difficulQr and to con-

jl^.feleased here. 

The report was written to 
provide factual information 
for the liberal arts educational 
policy committee, and it is not 
anr~ evaluation study of the 
merits Of demerits of P*F. 
accordii^ to Dooslas R. Whit- 
ney, ezaminatton service 
bureau director. 



. Among the . ofhtr r^valts 

of the study ^ne: 

The use of the P-F option 
at the U of I is inereasins, 
from six per cent in the Fwl 
of 1968 to 13 per cent during 
the Spring, 1971. However, 
policy changes and special 
circumstances at the Univer* 
sity aeeouiited .fc« some of 
the; iaciease.^ — — ^ 

On the whole, better students 
take courses P-F more often 
than do poor students. Students 
with a grade point average 
(GPA) above 3.0 ( a B or* bet- 
tBx) take twice as many cour- 
ses P-F as do smdents be- 
tween GPA 2.0 and 2.5.' 



Less than one-tbiid' of ti^^^ 
students polled said they took^ ^ 
courses' P-F so they could 
explore areas outride their 
majors.
